Not .to. Blame. 


BRITISH REPORT. 


London, July 13. 

The report of the Committee 
on Finance and Industry, pre- 
sided over by Lord ‘MacMillan, 
whieh has been engerly awaited 
is published to-day. 

The Committee was appointed 
in November 1929 “to inquire into 
banking Finance and Credit, pay- 
ing regard to factors both internal 
and {mternational which governs 
this operation. and to make’ re- 
commendations to enable these 
agencies to promote the develop. 
ment of trade, commerce and em- 
ployment.” The intensification of 
special erisie since that date has 
invested the report of the Com- 
mittee with special interest. The 
Report is signed by all members, 
except Lord Bradbury. who pre- 
sents 2 reakoned Memorandim of 
Dissent, : 

After weviewing the main econo- 
mic and. financial developments 
since the. return ‘la the Gold 
Standard im 1925 the Committee 
conclude that the “economic diff- 
culties of the present decade are 
primarily due, not to any wanton 
misbehaviour in the meonctury 
factors, but to unusually large and 
rapid changes of non-monetary 
phenomena. For instance, the 
unusnal instability in the demand 
for capital, War Debts, the rapidity 
of technical changes in manufae- 
ture and agriculture, the rigidity 
of wage crates, the growth of 
tariffs, the cmburrassments- of 
budgets, and the violent changes 
in speculative activity in New 
York and elsewhere. 


The Return to Gold. 
Britain's own domestic diffi- 
culties were increased by the 
relative over-valuation of the 
pound sterling on the return 
to gold and its subsequent 
under-valuation— by---Franee-- 
and Belgium. . = 


The Committee define the task 
of the monetary system as being 
to balance, Gy changes in the 
quantity and terms of credit, the 
effect on the price level 
of fluctuating: fuctora out- 
side its direct control, They re- 
commend that an attempt be 
mde to increase the. power of 
deliberate control over the’ price 
level, which’ they believe not to 
be inherently impracticable with 
the gradual growth of knowledge 
and experience and the furthor 
development of suitable machinery 
for regular international co-opera- 
tion, It is task which must be 
attempted and experience will be 
gained by practice, 


Prices Too Low, 


The broad lines of a world 
monetary policy are Jafd- down by 
the Committee as follows:—The 
Central banks of the world should 
ndopt the objective of raising the 
price level, and to avoid, if pos- 
Sible, the stabilisation of prices 
near the preaent level which would 
be disastrous for all countries. 
When the point comes at: which 
prices ure appropriate to the then 
existing levels of salaries and 
wages, the monctary polley should 
endeavour to keep prices as stable 
ns ‘poxsible. The Committee be- 
lieve that the'necessary first atep 
is for countries to, buy and to lend. 
A concerted. policy is needed be- 
tween Central Banks and the 
issuing institutions of: Great 
Britain, France and United States, 
and everything should be done to 
remove legislative. hindrance on 
foreign. lending’ and towards per- 
mitting such a volume. of’ domes- 
tic credit as. would encourage the

When’ witness recovered con- 
sciousness, he saw his uncle and the 
girl Kong Sau-ying both lying on 
the ground.

DAWN. 


VISITOR'S IMPRESSIONS 
ON ARRIVAL. : 


Describing his impressions on 
arriving in Hongkong and of. his 
ality at the Peninsula Hotel, on a 
visit to various China Ports, the 
Editor of the Siam Observer says: 

I believe when you write of Hong- 
koug the customary thing to do Is 
to go into rhapsodies over the 
spectacle presented from the deck 
of a stenmer nt night, when the 
lights crawl up the Peak, here and 
there all in order, indicating somo 
important road, but, and this I like 
the better, often glimmering in 
disorderly clumps, 2s if soma 
Kigantic hand had taken them and 
as you would with a, handful of 
seed, senttered them around. I 
myself have before touched on 
that aspect. For it is n wonderful 
sight, and I can excuse any Hong- 
kongite taking n pride In it. But 
at’ the risk of being charged with 
sacrilege, I-am going. to mention 
what I think is even a more {m- 
pressive experience. Have you 
ever ridden into Hongkong har- 
bour in the very early morning, at 
an obour when Iandamen are 
usually asleep? If you have, then 
] believe you will agree that you 
have ‘enjoyed an experience that 
is unforgettable. 

But you have to get up betimes, 
for you first taste the experience 
before actually you enter the har- 
bour. Uf it be just the edge of 
the cold acason human frailties 
may tempt you to He abed, but if 
thore still be in you the “artistic 
glow," you will jump up, throw 
on a dreasing gown, too thin per- 
haps for the carly morning chill if 
you have come direct from a warm 
country, and go on deck, From 
the sky all but a few of the bolder 
slara have withdrawn, there {a a 
haze over the sen, and the dim 
outlines ‘of islands bring the 
feeling that you are not far from 
Victoria. There is an eerle sense 
of grandeur, grandeur that is more 
felt than seen, The sea In the 
dawn has that way with one. We 


_| do not feel that indescribable raw 


amell of a bleak cold morning of 2 
harder and sterner clime, with ‘a 
lowering sky and the bite of 
‘driving rain. There is here soume- 
thing softer, something | more 


elusive and something more allur-' 


ing. There is a nip in-the air and 
if you have lived for a few years 
in warm climates, you will shiver 
in’ your thin fropical dressing 
robe; but in the soft langourous 
breeze there are fitful sighs, there 
are fascinating secrets in this 
morning air around you, and your 
heart is warm, 

That is your approach. As you 
enter the harbour and the ship 
noses around for Its anchorage, 
you pass high grey buildings that 
apenk of a world port, you look 
towards the Peak witheits houses 
strewn irregularly on its side, and 
you turn towards the level land 
of the Peninsula and wonder how 
many harbours in the world’ can 
present: such a picture. 

I arrived at Hongkong under 
such conditions, and if I were to 
have the choice, infinitely would 


{1 prefer a morning entrance to one 


in the dusk of evening, when the 
lights begin to twinkle. 


Where to Stay. 


On arrival at Hongkong -the 
titestion was where to stay. Unless 
you are a person of rezular habits 
and make out your programme 
beforehand, this usually ia a ques- 
tion that confronts you when you 
arrive in some strange port, Of 
course, T received advice.
